Arrest made 
on shooting 

A MAN from the Black Country has been ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of attempted murder after 
shots were fired from a car. 

Police received a 999 call just before 5.30pm 
on Monday after reports of gunshots being fired 
from a vehicle in Arthur Street near the junction 
with Bolton Road in Small Heath, Birmingham. 

Nobody was hurt in the incident, with police 
cordoning off the scene for a fingertip search. 

Detectives carried out inquiries on the car 
believed to have been involved and stopped 
a vehicle in St Andrews Road, Bordesley, just 
after lam on Tuesday. A 27-year-old man from 
Oldbury was arrested and was being questioned 
over the shooting. The car has been seized for 
forensic examination. 

Det Insp Tom Hadley said: “It’s understood 
to have been a targeted shooting and that the 
offender knew the intended victim. Fortunately 
no-one was injured but clearly discharging a 
firearm in public, especially in late afternoon 
when many people will have been out and about, 
is a hugely reckless act. If anyone witnessed the 
shooting or has any information then I’d urge 
them to call us.”

A SUPERMARKET is to en¬ 
force £70 parking fines with 
new cameras. 

Sainsbury’s proposal for the four 
ANPR cameras at its store in Freeth 
Street, Oldbury, has been approved by 
Sandwell Council. 

The store had said it wanted to install the 
cameras because too many people were leaving 
their vehicles at its car park without entering 
the store. Along with the four cameras, 18 new 
signs will go up around the car park to explain 
the three-hour time limit during store hours. 
The cameras will be mounted on poles within 
the car park, along with message signs 
alerting drivers their registration has 
been taken and the time they entered. 

The move has sparked debate and 
in a poll carried out by the Chronicle’s 
sister paper, the Express & Star, 70 
per cent of almost 1,000 people who 
responded said it was a fair way to deal 
with the drivers. 

And that was matched by traders, 
who do not think the camera enforce¬ 
ment will impact their business. 

Rights 

David Horn, owner of Designer 
Blinds, said: “I don’t see it being a 
problem. Three hours is more than 
enough time anyway to do shopping at 
Sainsbury’s and then walk into town 
for some more shopping. 

“I think the supermarket is well 
within its rights to do this to ensure 
there are enough spaces.” 

Lucy Thompson, who runs a clothes 
store, said: “People do leave their cars 
all day at Sainsbury’s, but I don’t think 
they are shoppers in the town. The 
three hours is enough time to visit us 
as well. Plus there are other car parks.” 

Angharad Lynch, property commu¬ 
nications manager at Sainsbury’s, said: 
“Our customers have told us that they 
want to park and shop at our store. 
However sometimes they have diffi¬ 
culty doing so as non-customers use 
the car park for all day parking. 

“The camera system also helps with 
deterring anti-social behaviour in the 
car park outside of trading hours.”

It’s a bit of a

A LORRY driver got more than he bar¬ 
gained for when he got caught under a 
notorious low bridge. 

The Home Bargains driver tore off the 
roof of his lorry under the bridge, which 
is close to Sandwell and Dudley Railway 
Station, on Sunday afternoon. 

The lorry was stranded along Brom- 
ford Road in Oldbury between Fountain 
Lane and Brandon Way at 1.50pm. 

Passers-by took snaps of the lorry 
trapped beneath the bridge. 

West Midlands Police and West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service were called to the 
scene, though the driver got out of the 


lorry before they arrived. @Secondci- 
tylee who tweeted the images said: “Not 
a good day for #HomeBargains.” No in¬ 
juries were reported. 

A spokeswoman for West Midlands 
fire service said: “We were called to the 
scene by police at 12.55pm on Sunday. 
No-one was trapped or injured. 

“We sent out our technical rescue 
crew to ensure the structural safety of 
the bridge and alerted Network Rail 
who then attended the scene.” 

Fire crews were still at the scene at 
3pm. 

Despite a large ‘low bridge’ sign and 


a warning not to drive vehicles higher 
than 4.4 metres under the bridge, it is 
not the first time unsuspecting drivers 
have been caught out. 

In September 2016 a lorry was 
trapped, blocking the road to traffic, 
whilst earlier that year in May, trains 
and traffic were delayed as another 
driver caught his HGV under the bridge. 

The same happened in March 2014, 
when a stranded lorry delayed trains 
again. 

On this occasion, the back of the cab 
was left bent and ripped open after the 
smash, though the driver was unhurt. 


Breakdown patrols to 
work on roads near M5 


EMERGENCY Highways England 
breakdown patrols will venture 
off the motorway for the first 
time ever to tackle congestion 
caused by the £100 million M5 
Oldbury viaduct work. 

Traffic officers will come to the 
aid of drivers caught in chaos on key 
roads surrounding the motorway as 
part of a 13-month pilot scheme now 
underway 

The service, which normally only patrols 
motorways and key trunk roads, will work 
closely with Sandwell Council and West 
Midlands Police to assist motorists and 
clear obstructions from incidents to keep 
traffic flowing in and around the Sandwell 
area. Traffic officers will provide additional 
support to: 

• Motorists exiting at junction one and 
travelling northwest on the A41 towards 

Wednesbury. 

• Motorists exiting at junction two and 
travelling northwest on A4123 towards 

the Dudley to Burnt Tree junction, which 
is six miles from the strategic road 
network. 

• Motorists when necessary using the 

A4034, A457 and A4252. 

The patrols will be covering the routes 
between 7am and 7pm. Highways England 
recently started using rapid assistance mo¬ 
torcycles carrying emergency fuel to com¬ 
bat breakdowns and ease congestion on the 
M5 at Oldbury, while the essential repairs 
take place. It is the first time fuel bikes 
have been used by Highways England. 

The Oldbury scheme, valued at more 
than £100 million, includes concrete repairs 
and waterproofing on the ageing viaduct. 
It is the largest concrete repair project, by 
value, ever carried out in Britain. 

Highways England and the West Mid¬ 
lands Combined Authority have signed a 
partnership agreement that involves closer 
communication and sharing working ar¬ 
rangements to provide better journeys and 
reduce congestion. 



Safety fears as pub hit by arsonists

A PUB gutted by a fire in a suspect¬ 
ed arson attack has left residents 
fearing for the safety of their chil¬ 
dren. Neighbouring homes were 
filled with smoke and children left 
in panic as five fire crews worked to 
tackle the blaze at the former Red 
Admiral pub in Great Barr. 

Residents says multiple fires 
were roaring throughout the site 
in the early hours of Friday morn¬ 
ing. Sirwan Ali, aged 47, who lives 
next door, said: “My wife woke me 
up at 1.48am and I rang 999.1 have 


four children, they were all scared. 
I have one child with special needs, 
she cried and just said ‘why is the 
fire not gone’. We’re scared and the 
children are scared that maybe it 
will come again.” 

The blaze, which took over a 
large area of the 1950s Gorse Farm 
Road building, saw more than 20 
firefighters battling it at one point, 
including teams from Handsworth 
fire station. It took around two 
hours to bring the blaze under con¬ 
trol. Another resident woken up 


by the suspected arson attack was 
Clare Coley, aged 43, who ran the 
pub back in 2007. 

She said: “About half past two 
I heard the banging - I believe it 
was the firemen trying to break 
the doors down. It was smoke more 
than fire. There has been a petition 
trying to get it to be opened back 
up as a pub and there was a court 
date set in motion for it all.” 

Councillor Keith Allcock said: 
“There might be a community use 
for it but that’s in stalemate.” 


Officer gets 
honour for 
preventing 
man's leap 

A POLICE officer who saved a man from 
throwing himself off the top level of a 
car park has been honoured. 

Pc Matthew Fitzgerald, from West 
Midlands Police, has been handed a the 
Royal Humane Society parchment and 
a Chief Constable’s Commendation by 
Chief Constable Dave Thompson. 

Pc Fitzgerald was alerted to the man, 
who was positioned on the top of the car 
park, by a member of the public who 
had flagged down a police car in Dig- 
beth, Birmingham. He ran up the stairs 
to speak with the man and managed to 
build a rapport with him as he tried to 
move closer towards him. 

The man continued to move towards 
the ledge and attempted to jump. 

Pc Fitzgerald lunged forward and 
grabbed hold of the man and safely 
pulled him to safety, spending the next 
six hours with the man to make sure he 
was okay. 

Sgt Dave Gregory, who nominated 
the constable, said: “The actions and de¬ 
cisions made by Matt saved this young 
man’s life. Me and the rest of his team 
are really proud of him. 

“Matt put the need of a vulnerable 
member of our community ahead of his 
own safety and was able to draw this in¬ 
cident to a safe conclusion.” 

Small firms to 
bring in £8bn 

SMALL and medium-sized businesses

ensuring the success of the UK. We also 
should note from our study the lowering 
in confidence amongst some SMEs.”

Police get 
armed up 
for 1,000 
operations 

WEST Midlands Police has launched 
more than 1,000 armed operations in 
the last six months as the force bat¬ 
tles to contain the region’s growing 
gang problem. 

Chief Constable Dave Thompson 
said the 1,054 operations since April 
were a mixture of swoops that were 
intelligence led and those that in¬ 
volved spontaneous responses to inci¬ 
dents. He said the figure represented 
a ‘slight increase’ on the same period 
last year, and said it highlighted the 
need to dismantle gang activity across 
the West Midlands. 

It came as the force announced that 
so far this year 118 guns had been 
voluntarily surrendered to the police, 
including 37 operational guns and 28 
imitation firearms. 

Mr Thompson told a meeting of the 
Strategic Policing and Crime board 
that the number of firearms incidents 
across the region averaged around 
170 a month. He said that a ‘broader 
partnership effort’ was needed be¬ 
tween the police and other agencies 
to combat the use of firearms. 

“We are doing a lot of work around 
disrupting and targeting offenders,” 
he said, adding that it was vital the 
force worked with young people in 
order to reduce gang activity. 

Mr Thompson also said that there 
was no doubt that the frequent use of 
guns can ‘seriously undermine’ com¬ 
munity confidence. 

Patrols see drop In 
yobbish behaviour 

ANTI-SOCIAL behaviour has been 
reduced in a Bearwood park after po¬ 
lice patrols were stepped up. 

The reassurance patrols came after 
a surge of social media posts raising 
concerns about Lightwoods Park ear¬ 
lier this year. 

Councillor Richard Marshall, chair¬ 
man of the Friends of Lightwoods 
Park group, said: “We have had no is¬ 
sues recently which is a real positive. 

“Earlier this year people took to 
Facebook to raise concerns but it has 
died down a lot since then.” 

It comes as the £5.2 million restora¬ 
tion of the Grade II-listed house and 
park was completed last month. The 
run-down 19th century bandstand 
was also restored as part of the pro¬ 
ject.

Motorists caught 
out in police op 

MORE than a dozen vehicles were 
seized and scores of motorists stopped 
during a six-hour police operation in 
Birmingham city centre. 

Twenty special constables joined 
forces with traffic officers on the over¬ 
night offensive, using number plate 
recognition technology to identify 
suspect vehicles. 

A total of 13 vehicles were seized 
- including a Nissan Qashqai sto¬ 
len during a burglary in August - 
while three people were arrested for 
drunk-driving and another who had 
evaded capture since July 2014 after 
skipping court bail on a criminal dam¬ 
age charge.

Brum pub hosts

A BIRMINGHAM city centre pub is 
hosting a week-long festival of alter¬ 
native culture. 

The Show Me Your Birmingham 
has been organised by The Anchor 
Gallery at the Gunmakers Arms in 
Bath Street and continues until Sun¬ 
day. 

An all events pass is available cost¬ 
ing £10. 

The arts festival runs each day 
between 12 noon and 9pm and will 
include talks by artists, writers and 
photographers, writing workshops, 
poetry, music and films. 

Borough court site 
is put up for sale 

THE former Sandwell Magistrates 
Court site has been put up for sale - 
with the potential for redevelopment. 

It closed in September last year, 
leaving the borough as the only one in 
the Black Country without a court of 
its type. 

The building was shut down amid 
Government cost-cutting. The one- 
acre site has now been put on the mar¬ 
ket as a freehold building and land by 
commercial property agents GVA. 


Raids find £l5k illegal 
tobacco and alcohol 

TRADING standards seized more 
than £15,000 of illegal tobacco and 
counterfeit vodka during raids car¬ 
ried out across Sandwell. 

More than 150,000 illegal cigarettes 
and packets of rolling tobacco, and four 
bottles of vodka, were confiscated in the 
operations held across Sandwell. 

Sandwell Council’s leader Steve Eling 
warned shop owners risk losing their license if 
caught out. Meanwhile Bob Charnley, trading 
standards and licensing manager at Sandwell, 
warned illegal tobacco sales encourages chil¬ 
dren and young adults to smoke. 

A sniffer dog was used during the operations 
held in Rowley Regis and West Bromwich. 

Concealed stashes of illegal tobacco were 
found hidden inside the four shops - with hid¬ 
ing places including behind a fuse box, a false 
wall and in crisp boxes. 

Imprisonment 

The raids were carried out in a joint intelli¬ 
gence-led operation between Sandwell trading 
standards and West Midlands Police as part of 
the annual Safer 6 campaign which takes place 
each year in Sandwell aimed at improving the 
borough. The shops are now being investigated 
by trading standards and face criminal prose¬ 
cution which could result in an unlimited fine 
and 10 years imprisonment. 

Bob Charnley, Sandwell trading standards 
and licensing manager, said: “People who deal 
in illegal tobacco are more likely to encourage 
others, especially children and young adults, to 
smoke. All tobacco is harmful but the illegal to¬ 
bacco market and in particular the availability 
of cheap cigarettes makes it harder for smokers 
to quit.” 

Councillor Eling, who inspected the goods, 
said: “The detection dogs can find tobacco 
and cigarettes even if it is hidden in the most 
unlikely places. Offenders need to know they 
will face consequences if they choose to deal in 
these illegal products.”

A SERVICE giving families the 
chance to have a funeral for their 
beloved pet has now arranged 26 
burials since its launch. 

Sandwell Council launched the 
initiative in June 2016 so that fam¬ 
ilies could have a final resting place 
for their pets when they pass away. 

The council’s bereavement ser¬ 
vices team now offers a complete 
funeral service which includes col¬ 


lection, burial arrangements and a 
choice of memorial in the dedicated 
Pet Memorial Garden at Sandwell 
Valley Crematorium. 

There is also a choice of memo¬ 
rials for families who have already 
had their pet cremated. The West 
Bromwich site does not have the 
facility for pet cremations itself. 

Burials range from £133 for 
small burials to £276 for a larger 


plot. A memorial headstone is £399 
and ashes can be scattered for 
around £90 with a plaque. Coun¬ 
cillor Syeda Khatun, deputy leader 
and cabinet member for neighbour¬ 
hoods and communities, said: “We 
introduced the funeral service fol¬ 
lowing requests from residents.”

Hundreds of young drivers 
caught under the influence

ALMOST 10 times as many 
under-25s have been caught 
drink-driving in Sandwell 
than in Dudley, new figures 
revealed. 

The data released by West Mid¬ 
lands Police showed officers have 
stopped 291 drivers suspected of 
being intoxicated across Sandwell 
over the past two years. 

But police only pulled over 30 motor¬ 
ists in Dudley over the same time pe¬ 
riod and have not arrested any under 
25s for drink-driving in the town since 
last March. The figures, obtained from 
a Freedom of Information request, 
disclosed a total of 492 drink-driving 
offences have been committed by un- 
der-25s across the Black Country since 
2015. 

Inspector Richard Gathergood, from 
the central motorway police group, 
said: “It is completely unacceptable to 
get behind the wheel while under the 
influence of drink or drugs. 

Disappointing 

“It increases the risk of a collision 
and such irresponsible actions can 
put the safety of yourself and other 
road users at risk of serious injury or 
even death.” A total of 1,198 drivers 
under the age of 25 were caught over- 
the-limit across the West Midlands 
between July 2015 and this June, the 
force revealed. 

Police recorded 123 drink-driving 
offences in Wolverhampton, as well as 
just 48 over-the-limit drivers in Wal¬ 
sall over the 24-month period. 

Of the total number of drink-drivers 
across the West Midlands, 919 were 
charged by police, while no further ac¬ 
tion was taken against 232 offenders. 

Inspector Gathergood asked anyone 
who suspected drink or drug driving 
should call police or Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 555 111. 


Tributes laid at scene of crash tragedy

DOZENS of floral tributes have been left 
at the scene of a smash in which a 30-year- 
old man lost his life. 

Deepak Riat died in hospital following 
the accident on Hamstead Road, in Great 
Barr, just before 9pm on September 23. 

Mr Riat was driving a white BMW when 
it collided with a double-deck bus in Great 
Barr, and he was rushed to hospital with 
his front-seat passenger - a man in his 20s 
- who was also seriously injured. The bus 
driver and three passengers suffered minor 
injuries. 

The junction of Hamstead Road at Am- 
berley Green has been covered in flowers 
and a poster of Mr Riat reading: “R.I.P. 


BIG D.” In a statement, Aston Tower Pri¬ 
mary school, in Birmingham, where Mr 
Riat used to teach martial arts, said: “We 
are saddened to hear of the death of Deepak 
who for many years taught and managed a 
martial arts club at Aston Tower. 

“We give thanks for Deepak’s contribu¬ 
tion to our community and the enjoyment 
he gave to so many. Deepak’s work inspired 
so many of our pupils and his respectful 
manner was an example to all.” 

A family tribute was released at the time 
of his death said: “We will all love you for 
the rest of our lives. Rest in peace King.” 

West Midlands Police said it was still in¬ 
vestigating the circumstances.

Extradition 
agreed for 
imam in IS 
link claims 

A BIRMINGHAM imam accused of 
trying to recruit people to fight for Is¬ 
lamic State can be extradited to Spain 
to stand trial, a court has ruled. 

Tarik Chadlioui, 43, is accused of 
making and uploading propaganda 
videos encouraging people to fight for 
the extremist forces in Syria, during 
two visits to Mallorca in 2014 and 
2015. The Moroccan-born Belgian na¬ 
tional, from Sparkhill, faces a charge 
of collaboration with, or membership 
of, an armed group, which carries a 
prison sentence of up to 20 years if he 
is convicted. 

His lawyers had argued that extra¬ 
dition breached his human rights but 
Chief Magistrate Emma Arbuthnot 
ruled at Westminster Magistrates’ 
Court in London, last week, that he 
could be sent to Spain. 

The court had earlier heard that 
Chadlioui was the sole breadwinner 
and the family, who have been in the 
UK since 2015, were “friendless”. 

But Mrs Arbuthnot rejected the 
argument, saying the family were 
eligible for benefits and could seek 
help from his mosque. She added: “At 
worst, and I accept it might be a hard¬ 
ship, the oldest two children could go 
out and get jobs - they are 17 and 18 
after all.” 

She added that Chadlioui’s wife was 
suffering from “understandable” de¬ 
pression and anxiety, with her three 
youngest children aged five, two, and 
five months. 

At earlier hearings he protested his 
innocence. In September the court 
heard claims that he had been an 
“anti-terrorist” preacher for decades 
and that the videos are anti-jihadist 
in nature. 

People to help 
patrol streets 

NEIGHBOURS will help police patrol 
the streets of Bearwood under a new 
crime-fighting initiative. 

It comes as police in Sandwell have 
received funding for a Street Watch 
patrol system to be piloted in different 
towns in the borough. 

The national scheme is about local 
residents promoting good citizenship 
and supporting a better neighbour¬ 
hood by patrolling their own streets. 

Councillor Richard Marshall, who 
represents the Smethwick ward, said 
Bearwood had been suggested as a key 
area to set up a group. 

He explained: “We would need 10 
people to come forward to volunteer 
for this initiative.”

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Former Pcs 
indrugsplot 
jailed after 
investigation 

TWO former police officers have been 
jailed for plotting to steal and sell 
drugs for profit. Wahid Husman, aged 
47, and Tahsib Majid, 35, were both 
constables based in Birmingham. 

The pair were arrested earlier this 
year following an investigation by 
the force’s Counter Corruption Unit. 
Husman was jailed for 16 years after 
pleading guilty to drug offences, con¬ 
spiracy to steal and misconduct in a 
public office. 

Majid was jailed for 15 years after 
being convicted of misconduct in a 
public office, conspiracy to possess 
drugs with intent to supply and un¬ 
lawful disclosure of personal data. 

It followed a short trial at Birming¬ 
ham Crown Court in August. 

Both were dismissed from the force 
following their convictions. The two 
used their roles to conspire to steal 
quantities of Class A and B drugs. 

Husman accessed police computer 
systems to feed information to a 
number of criminal associates. Majid 
committed a Data Protection offence 
on behalf of an associate. Five other 
men were also jailed after they also 
admitted to a number of offences in 
connection with the investigation. 

A surveillance operation, led by 
the force’s Counter Corruption Unit, 
captured the former officers talking 
about drug dealing on duty and con¬ 
spiring with criminal associates to 
steal a consignment of illegal drugs. 

Memorial site gets 
set for half-term 

VISITORS to the National Memorial 
Arboretum in Staffordshire at half- 
term will be able to take part in a 
range of activities. 

Youngsters can learn about some of 
the insects which were found in the 
First World War trenches and make 
their own creepy creatures to take 
home.

Death fall steel boss part of fraud probe 



Angad Paul 


THE boss of a Black Country steel firm 
who jumped to his death from the balcony 
of his penthouse was being investigated for 
tax fraud, it has emerged. 

Angad Paul, the son of Lord Paul, who 
founded Caparo Industries in 1968, died 
a month after hundreds of redundancies 
were announced at the firm amid the col¬ 
lapse in steel prices. Lord Paul is Chancel¬ 
lor of the University of Wolverhampton. 

This week, it emerged Mr Paul, who died 
aged 45, two years ago, was one of nine 
people who invested money into a bogus 
film scheme investigated by HM Revenue 
& Customs. 


It was led by Terence Potter, a former 
tax partner at Ernst & Young, and involved 
creating diaries about Formula 1 drivers. 

Potter elaborated the investors’ role in 
the production to enable them to claim tax 
rebates to which they were not entitled, 
Southwark Crown Court was told. Potter 
drafted false diaries for investors to sign, 
lying to HMRC in order to dishonestly sat¬ 
isfy the criteria enabling them to claw back 
fraudulent tax rebates. 

Potter - who was living in Monaco at 
the time of the original frauds - admitted 
conspiracy to cheat the public revenue, 
while enlisted certified financial planner 


Neil Williams-Denton was convicted of the 
charge after a nine-week trial in December 
2015. 

Earlier this year Potter was ordered 
to pay back £1.8 million in addition to 
£123,000 in costs. But he escaped further 
punishment at the court this week after 
admitting his role in the the financing 
scheme, which attracted Mr Paul and eight 
others. 

Potter, formerly of Ralli Courts, West 
Riverside, Manchester, was handed no sep¬ 
arate penalty after admitting conspiracy to 
cheat the Revenue but was banned from 
being a company director for eight years. 


2 Sisters probe will 
extend to other plants 


THE investigation into food giant 2 
Sisters is to be expanded to its other 
plants across the country, the Food 
Standards Agency has announced. 

Inspectors have been on site at the 
West Bromwich plant following damaging 
allegations over food hygiene which have 
plunged the company into turmoil, with 
the likes of Tesco and M&S suspending 
chicken orders. 

The firm also has plants in Wednesfield, Wol¬ 
verhampton, and Smethwick, which could now 
be inspected. 

The FSA said it had not identified food safety 
issues in West Bromwich, but that investiga¬ 
tions had ‘highlighted issues requiring man¬ 
agement attention, for example in relation to 
some aspects of staff training and stock con¬ 
trol’. 

Allegations over hygiene and practices 
emerged following undercover filming by ITV 
and the Guardian. 

Undercover 

The body also said it was ‘working with the 
major retailers supplied by 2 Sisters, as well 
as reviewing information from various other 
sources’ but criticised ITN and the Guardian 
for not providing undercover footage. 

The 2 Sisters Group, headed by multi-mil¬ 
lionaire founder Ranjit Singh Boparan, took 
the unprecedented decision to halt production 
at the plant after M&S, Tesco, Sainsbury’s, 
the Co-op, Aldi and Lidl said they would not be 
taking chicken from there until further notice. 

Heather Hancock, chairman of the Food 
Standards Agency said: “Consumers deserve 
food they can trust, and can be reassured that 
we take allegations of poor practice very seri¬ 
ously. Although our initial inspection found no 
risk to public health, we are broadening our 
investigations until we are satisfied that this 
is truly the case. 

“I’m disappointed that ITN and the Guard¬ 
ian have not yet provided the information that 
they committed to share and I would urge an¬ 
yone who has evidence to share to bring it di¬ 
rectly to us.”

It could add food to the fuel of boss¬ 
es at Shirley Manor Primary in Bradford, 
however, which has banned the savoury 
snacks, along with pork pies and pepper- 
oni sticks from school lunchboxes. 

It has even gone so far as asking 
children to reveal the contents of their 
packed lunch before being allowed to 
tuck in. One has visions of an I’m A Ce¬ 
lebrity ... contestant showing the insides 
of their mouths to prove they’ve eaten the 
live cockroach for a bushtucker trial. 

The school says it is to encourage 
healthy eating and a more physical life¬ 
style. But if any prohibited items are dis¬ 
covered the packed lunch can be taken 
away. How can that be good for them? 

The move has been branded ridiculous 
by parents, who say the school should 
stick to teaching the children. They add 
the decision-makers do not take into ac¬ 
count fussy eaters and claim they, more 
than any school, should know what their 
child likes and doesn’t like. 

Rightly so, in my opinion. Surely a 
healthy appetite just doesn’t mean eating 
food that is supposedly good for you. 

The problem I suspect, is more a health 
and safety issue. You see, when I was at 
school, dining ate into just 10 minutes of 
our lunch period. The rest of the time, like 
at other breaks, we were running around 
the playground, letting off steam, burning 
off calories, something that all youngsters 
should be allowed to do. 

But with today’s health and safety 
rules, it seems that the powers-that-be 
are scared to let children play and run 
around - despite being warned against 
obesity and a sedentary lifestyle - in case 
they fall over or bump into someone else 
and hurt themselves. 

Accidents can occur at any time and in 
all walks of life. Surely encouraging chil¬ 
dren to be just that, while advocating the 
benefits of sport, would be more benefi¬ 
cial than telling them that they can’t tuck 
into the buffet at Christmas. 

Calls have even be made for young¬ 
sters to be banned from tackling in rug¬ 
by for fear of injuries. How ridiculous! It’s 
a key part of the game and is as much 
a skill as being able to sidestep a play¬ 
er. Surely a ban would surely reduce the 
game as a spectacle. 

Anyone taking part in any activity 
would know the risks involved. So, can 
we just let our children grow up, educate 
them, teach them right from wrong and 
encourage them to get out and enjoy 
themselves more?

“But, it was important for us to 
create an environment that would 
allow him to feel relaxed and com¬ 
fortable.

Releasing new images of filming, 
the blog continues: “Charlie proved 
to be a natural in front of the cam¬ 
era and was a joy to work with. We 
of course have to give a big thanks to 
Charlie’s mum, Sam for her support 
during the shoot. 

“Also working with us for the first 


time was Jane Campion Hoye, who 
plays Dave’s Mum. Jane gave us a 
beautifully subtle but emotional per¬ 
formance. Playing the part of Dave’s 
dad was Carl Wharton, who last 
worked with us on Evolution. Carl 
is an outstanding screen actor who 
really inhabits his role.” 

There has also been more scenes 
shot involving the older Dave alias 


Jack Lane. This time he was working 
opposite actress Sarah Manners who 
is known for her roles in Doctors and 
Casualty. 

Dave, who discovered he was going 
blind at the age of 10, has told of his 
pride about the film. The 59-year- 
old’s achievements include finishing 
the gruelling Escape from Alcatraz 
swim, running 10 marathons in 10 


days from John O’Groats to Land’s 
End and a 700-mile week-long bike 
ride between Zurich and Birming¬ 
ham. This year he is running each of 
the 25 Great Run events. 

He said: “I feel quite privileged and 
also very proud that somebody wants 
to do it. 

“When the book came out I still 
didn’t really believe I’d had a book 


published and what had happened in 
my life was between the covers. 

“Stuff like this doesn’t happen to 
us lads in West Bromwich. 

“I’m quite excited for it. To be 
honest I think it’s absolutely bloody 
fantastic. 

“The support I’ve had from a lot 
of people in recent times - including 
the Baggies, where I’ve been on the 
pitch and got the Freedom of The 
Hawthorns - has been unbelievable.” 

The film, called 7 Days, will be 
about 40 minutes long so it can be 
shown at specific movie festivals. 

But the producers said they are 
hopeful that if it gets a positive re¬ 
sponse then it could be turned into a 
feature film. 

Blind Dave said: “It’s going to be 
a short film and hopefully it gets the 
message across to people that any¬ 
thing is possible. 

“It will focus on me doing the 
seven marathons but also have flash¬ 
backs to when I was younger and los¬ 
ing my sight.” 

Former Aston Villa owner Sir 
Doug Ellis, who is an executive pro¬ 
ducer on the film, said: “I was glad 
to support this film about Blind Dave 
Heeley. 

“It will inspire many. His story will 
show it’s not about what you can’t do

PUPILS were given a lesson in stone and woodwork during 
a two-day class by a group of experts. The youngsters from 
Years 5 and 6 from Netherton CofE School attended the 
event run by the Shapeshifters Sculpture Group.

Brum prison 
riot inmates 
are given 
jail increase 


PRISON inmates who started a 15-hour riot 
which caused more than £6 million damage 
to Birmingham’s Winson Green prison have 
been jailed for up to nine years. 

Luke Mansell, aged 24 and John Burton, 39, were 
found guilty, last Monday, of a prison mutiny which 
caused “destruction on a grand scale”. 


The resulting disturbance 
saw more than 500 prison¬ 
ers let out of their cells after 
inmates seized keys. 

Three others, Ross 
Wilkinson, 24; Robert 
Smith, 34; Nathan Weston, 
23, all admitted the same 
charge before a Birmingham 
Crown Court trial. 

Order was only re¬ 
stored at the G4S-run jail 
after hundreds of special¬ 
ly-trained ‘Tornado’ team 
prison officers were drafted 
in to quell the trouble on 
December 16, last year. 

Sentencing, the Recorder 
of Birmingham Judge Mel¬ 
bourne Inman QC told the 
men: “You were unquestion¬ 
ably the ring-leaders and in¬ 
stigators of the mutiny.” 

He added that there had 
been ‘graphic evidence’ of 
the violence faced by prison

officers, which had ‘a pro¬ 
found impact’ on staff. 

The judge said the jail’s 
wings were left ‘uninhabita¬ 
ble’, and ‘there had been de¬ 
struction on a grand scale’. . 

Burton, who had a lengthy 
record of 89 offences, was 
jailed for nine years, along 
with Mansell. Mansell, on 
remand at the time of the 
riot, was convicted in Feb¬ 
ruary 2017 of conspiracy 
to commit grievous bodily 
harm. 

Wilkinson, a convicted 
burglar; Weston, who had 
been jailed for arson, and 
Smith, with 25 previous 
convictions, were each jailed 
for six years. The sixth ‘in¬ 
stigator’, 30-year-old Grant 
Samed, will be sentenced 
next month.

School sets

The 14-year-old Wood Green Academy schoolgirl, 
who has not yet officially named, was hit by a train 
at Wallows Lane foot crossing, near to the Bescot 
Stadium in Walsall, on September 26. 


The school has now taken 
to crowd funding site Just 
Giving to help raise money 
for her family to help cover 
funeral and memorial costs. 

The public’s response to 
the appeal has seen more 
than £2,000 raised in just 
five days, with the total cur¬ 
rently standing at £2,447 
thanks to 170 donations. 

The stated aim for the 
fundraising campaign is 
£5,000. 

A statement from Wood 
Green Academy reads: “The 
tragic death of one of our 
students has affected the 
whole school community 
deeply and we have been 
touched by the support re¬ 
ceived.

“As a community, we 
would like to support the 
family of our student and 
raise money to help pay for 
any of the associated funeral 
and memorial costs. 

“The response from the 
Wood Green family at this 
heartbreaking time has 
been overwhelming. 

“As our student’s family 
and friends attempt to come 
to terms with their loss, the 
support generated from this 
fund will at least alleviate

some of the financial burden 
that they face. 

“All donations - no mat¬ 
ter how small - will help to 
make a difference and sup¬ 
port a grieving family.” 

Tributes have been 
shared on the page from 
people who have donated to¬ 
wards the cause, with Lucy 
Stocks writing: “Like every¬ 
one else at Wood Green I 
will miss your hellos and 
smiles around school.

The young girl’s death led 
to calls for a safety rethink 
in relation to the crossing at 
Wallows Lane from commu¬ 
nity leaders and saw the site 
closed for 21 days. 

An official date for an in¬ 
quest into the death has not 
yet been revealed by Black 
Country coroner Zafar Sid- 
dique.

Acclaimed Brum painter 
puts city in the frame 


WEST Midland artist Reu¬ 
ben Colley is unveiling a new 
collection focusing on the 
streets where he grew up. 

The award-winning artist has 
been painting Birmingham for 20 
years. His latest collection is go¬ 
ing on show at his fine arts gallery 
in Colmore Row, from November 
7 until December 2. 

Born in Hodge Hill, Colley spent 
his childhood playing in scrubland 
between high rise tower blocks, and 
cycling in the shade of the Aston Ex¬ 
pressway. 

The Birmingham he loves consists 
of graffiti-covered concrete, overgrown 
pathways and dingy car parks - forgot¬ 
ten corners which most of us tend to 
ignore. In his new collection ‘Rem¬ 
nant’, Colley has sought out places 
which have been abandoned to decay, 
or scheduled for destruction. 

Motivates 

The 40-year-old said: “Our sur¬ 
roundings are constantly evolving. 
Everywhere we look there is evidence 
of the passing of time. Whilst painting 
this collection I became interested in 
what motivates us to do the things we 
do, to create and destroy. 

“What motivates somebody to access 
highly inaccessible places in order to 
render a piece of graffiti? Why do we 
cut down a tree? Regardless of signifi¬ 
cance, there are remnants of the past 
everywhere, and there is a story to ac¬ 
company all of them.”

E ver-green singer Neil 
Diamond will return to 
Birmingham to headline 
the city’s Arena tonight and 
Genting Arena on Sunday. 
The star is celebrating his 
50th anniversary, having last played 
Birmingham when he headlined the 
Genting Arena in 2015. 

Having sold more than 130 million albums worldwide, 
Neil has an enviable back catalogue that includes Sweet 
Caroline, Cracklin’ Rosie, Love on the Rocks and Forever 
in Blue Jeans. 

Neil is delighted to be back on the road after taking a 
couple of years out from his regular touring work. 

“This is my usual schedule. Every two or three years I 
go out there. But the reaction to this one has been a little 
different. We’ve put 50 cities on sale and the response 
has been way high. It’s been very heartening to me. I’ve 
been doing this 50 years and to have an audience that’s 
out there and anxious and enthusiastic is exciting.” 

He didn’t imagine he’d have made it this far. Neil is all 
too aware that rock’n’roll careers seldom last into their 
50th year and when he started out artists tended to just 
have two or three records. After that, they were bombed 
out by their record company and it was on to the next. 

He’s not the only one who’s lasted the course, however. 
Nobody imagined The Rolling Stones would still be 
singing Satisfaction 50 years later.

for that and instead he dropped out of New York 
University after his junior year to take a job on Tin Pan 
Alley. He was paid $50 a week and it took eight years to 
write his first hit, Solitary Man, in 1966. 

Despite his brilliance, he’s never found it particularly 
easy to write a hit. He told an interviewer recently: “You 
would think that after all these years of writing I would 
have learnt to do it quickly and gracefully and easily, but it 
doesn’t seem to work out that way. 

“Every song is different, so it doesn’t help me very 
much to have had years of experience. It’s hard work, and 
it’s not getting any easier. 

“But all right, nobody told me it was gonna be easy. 

And so what? I’m a ditch- digger when I’m writing songs. 
My back hurts? Who cares? I gotta get that ditch dug 
deep and strong and it’s gotta serve its purpose. There 
are no short cuts. There are only long cuts. That’s what 
it is. But I’ve been doing it a long time now. I can’t find 
another way to make a living.”

But Neil was part of a generation that also included 
other enduring stars, such as Mick Jagger, Paul 
McCartney, Bob Dylan and Brian Wilson. Before 
them, artists didn’t have long careers - with very few 
exceptions. 

Neil has a vast catalogue of work from which to choose 
when he is playing live. He usually finds the opening 
song and if that gets him excited, the rest of the show 
writes itself. There are ups and downs, valleys, left turns, 
quiet moments and bombastic moments. “You just 
keep adding songs and work from the song before it. 
Eventually you get to a point after two hours where you 
think, ‘OK, let’s wrap it’.” 

However, it’s not all blockbuster tunes. Neil is 
keen to find space for newer cuts so that he 
can keep the show exciting for him and the 
rest of the band. He’s also played songs 
by Leonard Cohen, Joni Mitchell and 
more. 

But it’s tunes like Sweet Caroline 
that the fans want - and it’s a tune he’s 
played more than 1,500 times live. 

Neil’s other ultra-popular songs are 
Cherry Cherry, Cracklin’ Rose, I Am I 
Said, Brother’s Love Travelling Salvation 
Show, Beautiful Noise, Holly Holy, 

Forever in Blue Jeans, America and You 
Don’t Bring Me Flowers. 

“I want to create a list of songs that I 
haven’t done before. ‘If You Go Away’ is 
as definite candidate. ‘Suzanne’ is a 
definite candidate. I have a list, 
but I want to keep some 
of them surprises. 

There will be a 
bunch of additions 
to the set list. 

Hopefully they’ll 
be accepted by 
people.

The star began his career as a Brill Building 
songwriter and wrote for Jay and the Americans, 
The Monkees and other stars.

Stars flocked to play his music, with 
his work covered by musicians including 
Elvis Presley, Frank Sinatra, Johnny

Going behind the scenes 
of a memorable occasion 


I t was one of the biggest boxing 
bouts in recent history - a clash of 
generations between an 
upcoming young talent and one of 
the sport’s greatest-ever champions. 

Back in April, Anthony Joshua 
fought Wladimir Klitschko for the 
IBF, WBA and IBO heavyweight 
titles in front of 90,000 fans at 
Wembley Stadium. 

It was the largest-ever attendance 
for a boxing bout on British soil and 
the most spectators for a 
heavyweight fight anywhere in the 
world since The Long Count Fight 
between Gene Tunney and Jack 
Dempsey in Chicago in 1927. 

For once, the much-hyped event 
wasn’t an anti-climax.After a close 
and cautious first four rounds, ‘AJ’ 
came out and barraged ‘Dr 
Steelhammer’ to the canvas in the 
fifth. 

However, the 41 -year-old 
Ukrainian rose up and dominated 
his younger opponent for the 
remainder of the round, before 
battering him and scoring his own 
knockdown in round six. 


The next few rounds were again 
cautious, both men wary of each 
other, until a reinvigorated Joshua 
attacked his opponent in round 11, 
sending him to the canvas. 

Klitschko again rose up, but 
Joshua knocked him down for a 
second time in the round, before the 
referee stopped the fight. 

This documentary follows Joshua 
in the final hours leading up to the 
historic fight. 

It also provides an intimate insight 
into the young champion at home 
the night before and in his dressing 
room as the clock ticked down to 
the opening bell. 

The programme also features a 
look at the career of the Watford 
fighter, who turned 28 on Sunday. 

As an amateur, Joshua 
represented Britain at the 2012 
Olympics, winning a gold medal in 
the super-heavyweight division. 

He is also the second boxer, after 
Joe Frazier, to win a world 
heavyweight title whilst still reigning 
as Olympic champion at the top 
weight. 


But before his success in the ring 
he had his fair share of problems. 

In 2009, Joshua was put on 
remand in Reading Prison for what 
he describes as “fighting and other 
crazy stuff”. He was made to wear 
an electronic tag on his ankle when 
released. 

Then in March 2011, Joshua was 
pulled over by the police for 
speeding in Colindale, North 
London. 

He was found with 8ozs of herbal 
cannabis hidden in a sports bag in 
his Mercedes and charged with 
possession with intent to supply a 
class B drug, an offence that carries 
a maximum 14-year sentence. 

Joshua was suspended from GB 
boxing squad and was sentenced 
to a 12-month community order and 
100 hours’ unpaid work after 
pleading guilty at crown court. 

As well as profiling Joshua, The 
Fight Of My Life also contains the 
boxer’s own fascinating analysis on 
what was certainly the biggest test 
of his career so far and seen by 
many as a boxing classic.

Packham was 
in his 40s and already a famous face before he 
was diagnosed as having Asperger’s syndrome, 
which causes him to struggle in social situations 
and find human relationships difficult. He candidly 
discusses his situation in this moving 
documentary, which also features testimony from 
his long-term partner, who describes him as 
sometimes being ’like an alien’. Packham also 
learns more about treatments, and ponders 
whether he would ever want to be cured.

Kia is all set for Stonic launch date 



Stonic, like the larger Sportage, which has been a phenomenal success, will attract customers from other brands, not Kia models 


Kia’s first offering in Europe’s booming 
small CUV/SUV market, the Stonic will go 
on sale on October 23 and order books are 
open now. 

There will be five versions at launch, based 
on two trim grades (‘2’ and ‘First Edition’) and 
three powertrains. The Stonic will be available 
with a 98bhp 1.4-litre multi-point injection 
petrol engine, a 118bhp 1.0-litre T-GDi 
(Turbocharged Gasoline Direct injection) unit 
and a 108bhp 1.6-litre CRDi turbodiesel. All 
models have a six-speed manual gearbox and 
feature ISG, Kia’s intelligent engine stop/start 
system to prevent fuel being wasted and C02 
from being pumped into the air when the car 
is stationary in traffic. 

Pricing will start at £16,295 for the 1.4-litre 
petrol grade ‘2’, rising to £20,495 for the ‘First 
Edition’ 1.6 CRDi diesel. 

Kia is entering the B-segment CUV/SUV 
market at exactly the right time. Annual sales 
of this segment in Europe are predicted to 
double from the 2016 figure of 1.1 million to 
2.2 million by 2020. 

Kia expects to sell 70,000 units across 
Europe in 2018, rising steadily to 100,000 
a year during the car’s lifetime. The UK will 
contribute at least 10 per cent of the total. 

Buyers are moving into B-CUV/SUVs 
from superminis, small MPVs and three- 
door compact hatchbacks, which are now 
completely out of favour. Stonic, like the larger 
Sportage, which has been a phenomenal 
success, will attract customers from other 
brands and not expected to cannibalise sales 
from existing Kia models.

Spill puts dampener 
on Wigley race hopes 

HEDNESFORD’S Kurt Wigley returned to the renowned fast track of As- 
sen, in the Netherlands, for the first time in six years as the British Super¬ 
bikes series moved overseas.

Prof Allyson Pollock: Govern¬ 
ment has a “duty of care” 


IN Tom Brown’s School Days, the prota- 
ganist observed: “It’s very odd how almost 
all English boys love danger; you can get 
ten to join a game, or climb a tree, or swim 
a stream, when there’s a chance of break¬ 
ing their limbs or getting drowned.” 

It is fair to say Tom’s adventures with Scud, 
George and Flashman would have been very dif¬ 
ferent had their teachers heeded the latest advice 
from experts at Newcastle University. 

Writing for the British Medical Journal, Prof Allyson 
Pollock and Graham Kirkwood have called for scrums 
and tackles to be banned from school playing fields, ar¬ 
guing that most injuries in youth rugby are caused by 
collisions during the game. 

Calling for the Government to step in, Professors Pol¬ 
lock and Kirkwood say ministers should “put the inter¬ 
ests of the child before those of corporate professional 
rugby unions”. 

But Dominic Bradburn, director of sport at Oswestry 
School, is unconvinced. 

Dangers 

“You can’t take tackling out of the game, it would 
ruin it,” says Mr Bradburn, who has played the sport for 
Shrewsbury RFC. 

Phil Jefferies, who coaches youngsters at Bridgnorth 
Rugby Club, says that taking tackling out of the junior 
game could actually make it more dangerous when chil¬ 
dren get older. “I think there’s always merit in re-look¬ 
ing at sport and understanding the dangers involved,” 
he says. 

“My personal view is that what we need to do is to 
teach kids the correct techniques to scrummage and 
tackle, and give them the experience of this at a slower 
rate when they are small. 

“If you take the tackling and scrummaging out of the 
game at school level, by the time they reach the age of 18 
they will have no experience of it, and I think you will get 
a lot more injuries than you do now.” 

Mr Jefferies, who is 42, first started playing the game 
when he was eight years old. He says that in 34 years 
he has suffered from concussion twice, despite playing

the position of flanker where his head is particularly vul¬ 
nerable. 

“I would imagine the risk of leg breaks in football is 
far greater,” he says, although he does add that head 
injuries can be much more serious. 

He points out that much has changed in the way rugby 
is taught to youngsters in recent years. 

“You now have age range rugby, where different rules 
are gradually brought in for different age groups,” he 
says. “That’s only come in over the last four years.” 

Prof Pollock, a public health doctor who has been re¬ 
searching rugby injuries for more than 10 years, and 
Prof Kirkwood, a former NHS nurse, say that removing 
collisions from school rugby would “reduce and mitigate 
the risk of injury” in pupils. 

They warn that a history of concussion could “lower 
a person’s life chances” across a number of measures 
including educational achievement and life expectancy. 
They also say that head injuries could increase the risk 
of dementia. 

Mr Bradburn agrees more could be done to make jun¬ 
ior rugby safer, but says banning tackles is not the way 
to go about it. 

He says a better idea would be to classify youngsters 
by their weight rather than age, as is done in New 
Zealand. At the moment we have the situation of un¬ 
der-12s rugby, where you might have a boy who has gone 
through puberty, and one who hasn’t,” he says. “You get 
a boy weighing 60kg going up against one who is 20kg. 
At that stage it is more about maturation and puberty 
than it is simply about age,” he adds. Citing previous 


research into sports injuries in youngsters, Profs Pollock 
and Kirkwood say that rugby, along with ice hockey and 
American football, have the highest concussion rates. 
They say rule changes can make a difference, highlight¬ 
ing the Canadian ban on deliberate contact in ice hockey 
for under-13s. 

But Mr Bradburn, who has been teaching rugby for 14 
years, says the game is no different from any other con¬ 
tact sport. He says the important thing is to ensure that 
it is taught properly, and that staff are trained in dealing 
with any knocks that might be picked up. 

He is not the only one who is sceptical. In 2016, the 
nation’s most senior medics rejected a call for a ban on 
tackling in youth rugby. 

Prof Tara Spires-Jones, of the University of Edin¬ 
burgh, says while people should be careful playing sports 
where there is a risk of head injury, the scientific evi¬ 
dence isn’t strong enough to justify drastic rule changes. 

Benefits 

“The data on specifically whether playing rugby or 
other contact sports in school increases your risk of de¬ 
mentia are not as robust yet due to a lack of large pro¬ 
spective studies,” she says. 

There are also many who argue that the health ben¬ 
efits of getting youngsters involved with sport outweigh 
any risks from concussion. 

Pollock and Kirkwood say that under United Nations 
conventions, governments have a duty to protect chil¬ 
dren from risks of injury. But brain injury expert Dr 
Alan Carson believes experts should think very hard be¬ 
fore bringing in rules which could mean fewer children 
want to take part in sport. 

“The health crisis facing Britain’s children is not con¬ 
cussion, but obesity and lack of exercise,” he says. 

Mr Jefferies says that taking tackling out of the junior 
game would deny youngsters the opportunity to get some 
much-needed exercise. 

“We have got 300 kids in our junior teams, and when 
you have boys that age there is a lot of testosterone,” 
he says. 

“At the age of 11 and 12, they need to run around and 
be active. From the age of nine, when they are told they 
can tackle, all they want to do is tackle. It just smacks of 
the nanny state.”
